Section 121 of the Public Health 
and Buildings Ordinance, 1908, ix 
repealed and the following section 
is substituted therefor: 

(1) Every staircase hereafter 
erected shall be so arranged as to 
have a-tread of not less than eight 
inches, .measured from the face 
of one riser to the face of the next, 
und no riser shall he of greater 
height than cight and a half 
inches. . : 

(2) No staircase hereafter 
erected shall be constructed with 
a soffit so'as to form any enclosed 
space between the treads, the. 
risers and such soffit, except with 
the permission of the Building 
Authority as signified by the ap- 
proval of the plan required under 
the provisions of this Ordnance. 

(3) At every storey on every 
staircase hereafter crected sd- 
equate light and ventilation shall 
be provided to the satisfaction 
of the Building Authority. 

(4), Every building hereafter 
provided with stairs, shall have a 
stairease giving exress to u street 
or lane, or to an open space lead- 


It sometimes happens that an 
neeused person is:not indicted on 
the charge on which he was com- 
mitted for trial but on some other 
charge, ‘It, also sometimes hap- 
pens that an accused person is 
committed for trial on several 
charges and that only’. some of 
these charges are made the’ sub- 
ject of an indictment.
